The Wendell Wolka Collection 


Wendell Wolka has been collecting Obsolete paper money for over 50 years and is an avid writer, researcher, and speaker on the subject. 
In 1978, he combined with Dr. Jack Vorhies and Donald Schramm to produce the Society of Paper Money Collectors state catalog on the 
obsolete paper money of Indiana. After moving to Ohio in 1993, he tackled a similar undertaking for the state of Ohio. In the course of that 
effort, which culminated in the 2004 publication of the mammoth, 1,000-page A History of 19th Century Ohio Obsolete Bank Notes and Scrip, 
he cataloged the notes from major private collections, local and national museum collections, and major dealer inventories as well as previous 
auctions. In addition, Mr. Wolka spent hundreds of hours at the Ohio Historical Society and the State Archives in Columbus, OH scouring 
additional information about the state’s issues. Many of the documents he consulted had not seen the light of day in over 150 years. 


One of the most important products of this decade of activity was the development of a database that recorded every note seen, including 
serial numbers and plate letters. This database has been maintained for over 20 years and provides a reliable basis for closely estimating the 


number of notes available to collectors. The database also notes examples which are known, but unlikely to be available because they are part of 
museum holdings. 


Generally speaking, notes issued by State Bank of Ohio branches, as well as by the so-called Independent and State Stock Banks after 1845 are 
quite rare. Few of these banks failed, and most notes were redeemed sooner or later. Because these notes were highly regarded, they are not 
always available in pristine condition - they circulated until they fell apart. While heeding the old adage about acceptable Obsolete bank note 
condition that “Bad breath is better than no breath at all,” Mr. Wolka was able to minimize the number of “rags” in what is perhaps the largest 
Ohio reference collection presently known. 


We are proud to be able to offer this collection which provides numerous opportunities to acquire rare notes which may not be seen again 
for decades.

Daniel Nash Morgan, Treasurer of the United States 1893-1897, Personal Archive 16 items 
Every once in a great while, an archive comes together which turns the dry, well known facts into a wonderful insight into a public figure’s life, 
both private and public. Tonight we are pleased to offer one of those opportunities that rarely come along to have such a look into the life and 
times of Daniel Nash Morgan, Treasurer of the United States. Morgan was born in Newtown, CT on August 18, 1844, and, as a young man, 
took over the operation of his father’s mercantile store. By 1869, at the tender age of twenty-five, Morgan moved to Bridgeport, CT, where he 
became a partner in a firm producing dry goods and carpets and also ran a grocery. By 1879, at the age of thirty-five, he became president of 
the City National Bank of Bridgeport. Also active in politics, Morgan served in a number of positions including city councilman, member of the 
Bridgeport Board of Education, and two time mayor of Bridgeport in the early 1880s. 
In 1893, he was named by President Grover Cleveland to serve as Treasurer of the United States, a post he served in for four years from June 1, 
1893 to June 30, 1897. An unsuccessful run for Governor of Connecticut in 1898 served as the closing chapter of his public service career. He 
met an untimely end at the age of 86 on May 30, 1931, in Bridgeport, dying from injuries suffered twelve days earlier when he was struck by a 
car. 
This archive is a rather eclectic collection of memorabilia connected with Morgan’s life and service. Included are: 
- An early ambrotype of Morgan which we estimate was taken some time between perhaps 1864 and 1869. This ambrotype is housed in a so- 
called “improved union case” that was patented by S. Peck & Co. of New Haven, CT on October 3, 1854. Both the case and image are in excellent 
condition. 
- Two letters on the City National Bank of Bridgeport, CT, the first dated February 28, 1893, in which Morgan applied for the position of 
Treasurer of the United States and the second dated May 26, 1893, in which Morgan tendered his resignation as president of the bank. 
- An elaborate white calfskin testimonial book presented to Mr. Morgan by the Directors of the City National Bank upon the occasion of his 
resignation and transition to service as Treasurer of the United States. The book indicates that Morgan was nominated for this position on April 
11, 1893, confirmed by the United States Senate on April 15, 1893, and had tendered his resignation, thus dating the book sometime around late 
May, 1893. The board resolution contained in this presentation folder expressed the board’s thanks for Morgan’s faithful service. It is prepared 
entirely in superbly executed calligraphy, much of which is gold leafed. It is the kind of work that is truly a lost art. On the final page are signa- 
tures of the eight bank directors who presented this spectacular piece of 19th Century folk art to Mr. Morgan. The book is enclosed in a custom 
presentation box lined with purple silk and both the box and the book are emblazoned with the imprint of F.C. Smith of Bridgeport, the pro- 
ducer of both items, who labels himself as an “Art Engrosser.” This makes an incredible display item. 
- A note to President Grover Cleveland, with a copy to Vice President Adlai E. Stevenson, congratulating the President on commemorating the 
100th anniversary of the laying of the cornerstone for the U.S. Capitol in 1793 and transmitting serial number 100 of the first treasury notes 
issued with Morgan's signature on them as Treasurer (August 19, 1893) to President Cleveland. 
- A Treasury of the United States check for $1, made payable to himself, written by Morgan in February, 1895. The check, which is printed on 
watermarked paper and features a portrait of Samuel Dexter, is in very nice condition and was obviously put away almost immediately as a 
keepsake by Morgan. 
A final group of documents and notes relates to Morgan's request of Treasurer Walter O. Woods in April, 1929. Morgan had sent Woods $10 and 
requested ten of the new small size one dollar notes with the lowest serial numbers available. Woods obliged, writing on July 11, 1929 (the day 
after small size notes were introduced), that he was supplying ten notes with the lowest serial numbers available. Included in this group are the 
following: 
¢ Wood's July 11, 1929 transmittal letter. 
¢ The registered mail documentation related to the ten notes sent. 
¢ Seven of the ten notes, which were given courtesy autographs by Morgan and dispersed as follows: 

¢ Serial 4012 - kept as a souvenir by Morgan 

¢ Serial 4013 - given to Morgan’s wife 

¢ Serials 4014, 4016, and 4020 - given to none other than Albert Grinnell 

¢ Serial 4015 - apparently kept by Morgan as a souvenir with the notation that these notes came from the second brick of 4,000 notes issued 

e Serial 4021 - given to David E. Bunswin (?) apparently a personal friend or former business associate from Shelton, CT 

¢ Serials 4017, 4018, and 4019 were apparently not distributed.

These are examples of a very interesting United States bond that 
was paid in 1936 to World War One veterans. These instruments 
were the culmination of a long struggle by many veterans to 
obtain payment of bonuses promised after the end of World War 
One. The “Bonus Army” marched on Washington, DC and their 
protest ended on July 28, 1932 in a contentious melee when regu- 
lar army troops commanded by General Douglas MacArthur 
with junior officers Major George S. Patton and Major Dwight 
D. Eisenhower in supporting roles ousted the protestors from 
their “Hooverville” campground as government civil servants 
looked on. Eventually, Congress would approve the bonus in 
1936 over President Franklin D. Roosevelt’s veto. These bonds 
were issued upon application only to veterans of World War 
One in an amount based on length of service between specified 
dates. The bonds were redeemable only by the named veteran 
or his estate, with each bond containing space on the reverse 
for four fingerprints from the right hand of every applicant for 
payment, a feature we have seen on no other government obliga- 
tion of any kind. The final maturity date was June 15, 1945 and 
they drew no interest unless held for one year. Likely because of 
their issuance during the depths of the Great Depression, and 
their many restrictions, most all of these bonds were speedily 
redeemed.

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WAR OF 1812 
Exceptional War of 1812 $10 Treasury Note 
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War of 1812 TN-13a $10 Act of February 24, 1815 Treasury Note PCGS Very Fine 35. 

In 2011, we sold another example of this February 24, 1815 $10. The description provided much of the background that makes these notes spe- 
cial to collectors passionate about American fiscal history: “Considered by many collectors to be our nation’s first federal currency, the War of 
1812 issues were printed to finance the war effort against Great Britain. The ‘Second War of American Independence, as some historians have 
called this conflict, was caused by an extended disagreement between the United States and Great Britain over trade tariffs and violations of 
American maritime rights. With the demise of the First Bank of the United States and no provision for internal revenue taxes, the Treasury was 
left with meager sources of revenue to prosecute the war. In addition to the issue of federal bonds, the Treasury created these circulating notes 
that were fundable into 7% stock. Issued under the Act of February 24, 1815, the issue authorized immediately after the end of the War of 1812, 
this note was part of the total of $3,392,994 worth of small Treasury Notes under $100 that were issued, with denominations of $3, $5, $10, $20, 
and $50. A total face value of $25,000,000 had been authorized. There were two varieties of the $10 notes. One design includes text in the right 
border stating ‘receivable everywhere by the United States in payment of duties, taxes, and public lands.” 


The paper on which these notes were printed was fragile and easily succumbed to age and mishandling. In terms of eye appeal, originality and 
attractiveness, this ranks in the top two or three pieces of War of 1812 notes that we have offered. Bold signatures are seen on the bright and 
attractive paper. The design details are not affected by the few folds that account for the grade. A simply lovely example from a pivotal point in 
the history of the United States. (10,000-up)

The 
1815 note, which depicts Cincinnatus, the Roman soldier/farmer, 
who is the namesake of Cincinnati, was issued before the bank 
even received a state charter the following year. It grades a pleas- 
ant evenly circulated Very Good-Fine. The $3 remainder was 
issued around the time of the bank’s final collapse in 1841-42 
and grades Very Fine on bright white paper. It has a distinctive 
central vignette of Cincinnati's riverfront district circa 1840. 
The early $3 is surprisingly rare with four examples known; two 
in the holdings of the Cincinnati Historical Society and two in 
private hands.

Looters rifled the bank’s offices and managed to get into the 
vault where they found $218,000 in company notes and $1,261 
in specie. The two fractional notes and the 1819 $1 are from the 
bank’s original period of operation and grade Very Good-Fine 
while the 1841 issue, which grades Fine-Very Fine is from the 
last days of the bank’s life during its second period of operation.

Wilder was a dealer in carpets, oil cloths, and window shades, 
located at 196 West 5th Street in Cincinnati. This promotional 
scrip was issued in conjunction with the Cincinnati Industrial 
Exposition which was held in Cincinnati between 1870 and 1886. 
The note depicts the Exposition and grades Very Good-Fine. All 
four corner tips have been replaced and there is a tape reinforce- 
ment of a fold tear on the back. The note is still a nice looking 
example, even with these minor impediments, and is the only 
example of this design presently known.

A rare, early municipal issue from Circleville, this note was 
issued only five years after the town was organized. A testament 
to the frontier town’s finances is found on the back - a notation 
that the note was redeemed February 4, 1852, thirty-three years 
later. The note grades Very Good with the usual assortment of 
minor edge dings, divots, tears, and chips. Nonetheless extraor- 
dinarily rare, with only two examples presently known.

Before failing in 1841, this fraudulent 
bank created a monumental amount of confusion which was, of 
course, exactly what they set out to do. The legitimate Bank of 
Circleville survived this only to fail mere weeks before its char- 
ter was set to expire in 1855. This note has the fully engraved 
date which was on the final series of notes issued. This example 
also has a neat pale blue stamp of Valentine Sliker who was a 
boot and shoe merchant in Cincinnati circa 1853 to 1860.

The Bank of Circleville led a rather uneventful life from its 
formation in 1834 until 1840 when a fraudulent second Bank of 
Circleville was opened, based on a dormant charter from 1818. 
This fraudulent incarnation took advantage of the obvious confu- 
sion in the names to pump out large amounts of worthless notes 
before collapsing in 1841. The legitimate Bank of Circleville 
survived this but itself failed in November 1854 just weeks 
before its charter was set to expire in 1855. There are two variet- 
ies of the $5 in this lot, one uniface and one with a printed red 
(now oxidized to brown) back which was unknown until 2006. 
This printed back variety is rare and also has a Peoria, Illinois 
banker's stamp (B. Curtiss & Co.) on the face. The uniface $5

& Edson in Cincinnati decided to run off extras one weekend 
and put them into circulation with false signatures. This episode 
caused the state to issue a new series of notes and banish RWHE 
from any further State Stock Bank business. Your cataloger has 
never been too successful in identifying the counterfeits and was 
relieved that someone neatly labeled this note a counterfeit on 
the back. Still an attractive example, this note grades Very Fine 
and is the plate note in the state catalog.

One of the sur- 
prisingly small group of railroad issuers from the state.

The Canal Bank was opened in 1846 as one of Ohio’s new 
Independent Banks and everything went well until November 
9, 1854 when the bank, quite unexpectedly, closed its doors. A 
run on the bank was highlighted by the trustee of the Newburgh 
Lunatic Asylum demanded his $9,000 in state funds back, The 
bank at first refused and the trustee returned with deputy sher- 
iffs wielding sledgehammers and crowbars. The bank person- 
nel immediately changed course and gave the trustee $8,860 
in bankable funds. In 1855, it was discovered that there had 
been an “over issue” of circulating notes on this bank. Persons 
unknown in the Treasurer's office had put back into circulation 
notes which had been sent in for redemption and destruction. 
This note grades Very Good-Fine with a small body hole in note, 
just above the large “5S”. Unknown to Haxby, who only listed a 
proof and a circulating note with a red back, this uniface variety 
is presently believed to be represented by two examples, one of 
which is in the holdings of the Smithsonian Institution.

Alfred Kelley was the first president of the village and signed 
these notes. As a state senator, he would later go on to be the 
floor manager of the massive General Banking Law of 1845 
as it successfully went through the state legislature. Although 
there are seventeen examples from this series known, a huge 
percentage of them are in the collections of the Western Reserve 
Historical Society and Cincinnati Historical Society. At present, 
we are aware of a single example of each of the four denomina- 
tions in private hands. This sewn together Fair-About Good 
example is, in fact, the only example known in either public or 
private hands of the 25¢ denomination.

At first blush, this appears to be an issue of the Mississippi 
Marine and Fire Insurance Company, a fraudulent concern, 
whose main business was circulating worthless notes.

Co. did exist, being in business from 1830 until losses from the 
Chicago Fire wiped it out in 1871, but we do not know if it was 
involved with these notes. Although Chet Krause knew of the 
notes a decade before, these notes never made it into the Ohio 
state catalog and were unknown to Wolka until 2006. Based on 
Krause’s rarity scale, there are probably between 5 and 10 of these 
around.

The bank was able to successfully liquidate 
its assets and pay holders of notes and debt by 1845. This lot 
comprises a “Fill In” note (which some might argue is actually 
a check) and two examples of $2 contemporary counterfeits of 
Perkins plate design issues of the bank.

The small amount of outstanding 
circulation is indicated by the fact that the bank’s bond given 
to secure later redemptions was only $3,000 and was returned 
to the bank’s principals in 1868. Notes for all of the banks were 
printed from a special half inch thick plate which had an open- 
ing for the insertion of a tombstone “slug” which contained the 
bank name. These slugs were interchangeable so that all of the 
banks could use a single plate. Genuine notes from any of these 
banks are almost non-existent. While the $1 note, which grades 
Good with a missing end and body tears, has been subjected to 
extensive circulation it is Genuine as evidenced by the fact that it 
is on watermarked paper. It is one of only three Genuine exam- 
ples known from all of the seventeen Ohio State Stock Banks. 
The hand drawn rendition of this note is clearly contemporary 
to the period but its purpose is unknown. While someone went 
to some amount of effort to produce it, it is clearly not up to 
the standards of a bank note company’s work. The consignor 
suggests that it might be the quick sketch made by an engraver 
or plate production person at Rawdon, Wright Hatch & Edson, 
Cincinnati and served as a reference to what the note layout was 
supposed to look like.

There is a pair of notes in this lot, one genuine and one coun- 
terfeit. The bank was chartered as one of Ohio’s so-called 
“Independent Banks” in 1845. The bank’s close ties with the 
Columbus Insurance Company brought it to grief when the lat- 
ter firm failed in 1851. The bank ceased operation in 1854 and 
did not reopen until 1856-57. The bank finally closed in 1863-64, 
with notes being redeemed until 1867 when the bank’s $4,389.50 
bond, used to redeem any notes presented for redemption, was 
returned to it. Thus it is a minor miracle that this genuine higher 
denomination note escaped redemption. The counterfeit is best 
detected by the distorted face of Governor Vance’s portrait on 
the left side of the note. The counterfeit note (serial number 4214), 
which serves as the plate note in the state catalog, grades Very 
Good-Fine while the genuine note (serial number 4400) grades 
Very Good with a rounded bottom right corner. Both notes are 
otherwise intact with no repairs or significant damage noted. 
There are three examples of the genuine note in collectors’ hands, 
with another in the Cincinnati Historical Society holdings.

First Edition Heath’s Infallible Counterfeit Detector 1864 
Laban Heath, of Boston, Massachusetts used the original plates 
from the U.S. Treasury to print these counterfeit detectors. His 
goal was to furnish the public with a brief and comprehensive 
means of detecting counterfeit banknotes at sight. His premise 
was that all parts of genuine notes are engraved by machinery 
and all parts of counterfeit notes are engraved by hand, with 
some very few exceptions to both.

HOW TO COLLECT RARE BOOKS 


Books and manuscripts were among the first objects that collectors 
valued highly based on scarcity. Cicero and Atticus were rare book 
collectors. By 1824, the word “bibliophile” had been coined to describe 
the love of accumulating books. In 1884, J.P. Morgan set a record when 
he purchased a 1459 Mainz Psalter for $24,750—more than $600,000 in 
today’s dollars. 


“There's still a strong market for antiquarian books,” says Heritage 
Auctions Director of Rare Books James Gannon, “but these days the 
strongest growth is in genre fiction—especially fantasy and science- 
fiction—and children’s books. Books about travel and voyages are also 
popular. In 2011, a set of nine volumes on the travels of Captain James 
Cook brought more than $33,000.” 


As with any category of collecting, Gannon advises buyers not to focus 
on profit and instead to collect based on passion. However, he does 
have one bit of investment-grade advice: focus on buying the best 
available copies of any book because, in the long run, top-condition 
copies rise in value more rapidly than lesser examples. While that may 
mean a smaller collection in the beginning, it will be a better collection 
for it. 


“Buy the best copy you can afford,” he advises. “It’s about accepting 
less of something better.” 





Gannon believes the outlook for rare books—antiquarian and modern— ie _ 
remains positive. “Over the past decade, eBay and Amazon.com's forays into : 

used books have driven down prices of common items, but that transformation 

is now reflected in prices, and further value erosion seems unlikely.” 


And once you've started to accumulate a collection? Now more than ever, 


decorators are recognizing the value of beautiful books in design. As Henry Alexander Gardner: 
Ward Beecher once wrote, “Books are not made for furniture, but there is nothing Gardner's Photographic Sketch Book of the War 
else that so beautifully furnishes a house.” Consider picking up a copy of House Sold for $194,500 


Beautiful’s book, Decorating With Books. Avoid shelving books too tightly together 
and use acid-free clear covers to protect the dust jackets. For especially rare volumes, consider a bookcase with a glass front. 


Importance. How did the publication of the book impact history, politics, literature, the history of ideas, the development of culture or a 
literary movement, etc.? The bigger the impact, usually, the more valuable the book. 


Edition. People want the first version of the book, despite, and in many cases, because of any defects in the book's printing. Printing errors 
in first editions can result in a book being worth many times what a second or corrected edition is worth. 


Rarity. How many copies were printed of an important book? Of those, how many survive? How many are available in the public market, 
and are not locked away in libraries or other private institutions? Of course, a caveat to this is that rarity and scarcity really only matter for 
books that are desirable to collectors. 


Condition. As in almost all other collecting fields, the condition of a book is a huge factor in value. The condition of a book in a catalog 
description is usually limited to one of seven categories, which are, in descending order: As New, Fine, Near Fine, Very Good, Good, Fair, 
and Poor. But there are many gradations within these condition levels.
